The  year  has  closed  with  most  of  our  undertakings  completed. 
We  show  a  small  overdraft  of  $106.81  with  liabilities  carried  into 
1953  of  $3,489.71.  Our  big  overexpenditure  was  our  winter  mainten- 
ance. We  prepared  our  budget  for  the  year  early  and  our  estimates 
were  low  as  we  had  a  bad  storm  just  before  town  meeting  so  with 
committed  salt  bills  we  were  overexpended  before  we  go  into  the 
1952  winter.  Considerable  lower  relief  costs  than  were  anticipated 
offset  the  overexpenditures. 

At  the  annual  meeting  you  instructed  us  to  put  out  bids  for 
the  new  truck  and  after  careful  consideration  we  purchased  the 
Mack  as  it  seemed  to  be  the  best  for  the  town. 

A  slightly  used  sanding  and  salting  body  was  bought  at  quite 
a  saving  from  John  Groves  and  has  proved  satisfactory. 

We  had  the  opportunity  to  buy  a  slightly  used  mobile  police 
radio  worth  $600.00  for  $25.00  which  we  put  into  the  police  chiefs 
car  giving  us  a  second  car  in  cases  of  emergency. 

The  water  holes  voted  have  been  practically  completed  but  the 
wet  fall  caused  the  finishing  to  be  held  up  until  summer  1953. 

A  water  hole  at  the  dump  and  on  land  purchased  from  Mrs. 
M.  Priske  at  the  corner  of  Bums  Hill  and  Wason  Roads  should 
alleviate  a  bad  hazard  and  reduce  cost  of  dump  fires. 

Progress  has  been  made  in  relation  to  the  Water  Go.  and 
should  be  in  condition  to  present  to  the  town  for  discussion  in  1953. 

We  want  to  thank  one  and  all,  citizens,  tc5wn  officers  and  em- 
ployees for  their  fine  cooperation  and  the  good  work  they  are  doing 
to  improve  the  town. 

THE  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


COVER 

The  first  Town  Meeting  House  was  located  on  the  easterly  side 
of  the  Musquash  Road  about  one  mile  south  of  the  intersection  of 
the  Bums  Hill  Road  and  the  Wason  Road. 

After  five  town  meetings  this  location  was  chosen.  On  Septem- 
ber 11,  1733,  it  was  voted  to  locate  the  center  of  the  town,  then  on 
November  5,  1733,  it  was  voted  to  build  at  Littlehale's  meadow  but 
on  December  26,  1733,  the  vote  was  reconsidered  and  voted  to 
build  farther  north,  also  to  build  a  building  40  ft.  long  by  35  ft.  wide 
and  40  pounds  was  raised  for  the  frame. 

On  March  6,  1734,  it  was  voted  to  raise  100  pounds  to  hire 
preaching  and  50  pounds  raised  for  clapboards,  shingles  and  floor 
and  then  on  May  27,  1734,  the  vote  on  location  was  again  recon- 
sidered and  voted  to  build  on  land  of  Thomas  Colbum  where 
marker  is  now. 

Mr.  Nathaniel  Merrill  was  finally  hired  and  ordained  Novem- 
ber 30,  1737,  and  built  his  house  near  the  meeting  house.

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TOWN  WARRANT 


THE  TOWN  OF  HUDSON 
THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Hudson  in  the 
County  of  Hillsborough  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in 
Town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Dr.  H.  O.  Smith  School 
Auditorium  in  said  Hudson  on  Tuesday,  the  10th  day  of  March 
next  to  elect  Town  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year  by  ballot  for  which 
purpose  the  polls  will  open  at  1:30  P.  M,  and  close  at  8:00  P.  M., 
and  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects  at  7  o'clock  in  the  evening: 

1 .  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray 
town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the 
same. 

2.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  numerous  bequests 
as  Trust  Funds,  the  income  to  be  used  for  the  perpetual  care  of  the 
various  cemetery  lots. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  selectmen 
to  pledge  the  credit  of  the  Town  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  require  all  duly  elected 
and  appointed  town  officials  to  keep  adequate  and  correct  minutes 
of  any  or  all  of  their  public  meetings,  and  to  file  a  copy  of  all  such 
minutes  with  the  Town  Clerk's  office  for  safekeeping  and  inspec- 
tion by  any  voting  person  in  the  Town.  This  to  be  done  for  the  bene- 
fit of  the  people  of  Hudson,  upon  petition  of  John  M.  Bednar  and 
others. 

5.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  relative  to  the 
prosecution  of  any,  or  all  town  officials,  under  the  provisions  of  the 
laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  for  authorizing  expenditures 
in  excess  of  the  annual  budget  as  accepted  and  voted  by  the  Town 
at  the  annual  town  meeting,  upon  petition  of  John  M.  Bednar  and 
others. 
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6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  instruct  the  Selectmen 
to  establish  specific  monthly  or  semi-monthly  meeting  dates  of  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  for  the  convenience  of  the  Townspeople,  and 
when  this  meeting  day  and  time  has  been  established,  to  publicize 
it  for  the  benefit  of  the  people  of  the  Town  of  Hudson,  upon  petition 
of  John  M.  Bednar  and  others. 

7.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  to  require  the 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  publish  in  the  next  annual  town  report,  and 
all  future  town  reports,  the  names  and  total  wages  and  monies  re- 
ceived by  all  persons  employed  by  the  town  or  doing  business  with 
the  town.  This  information  to  be  shown  on  a  separate  summary  in 
the  annual  town  report  for  the  information  of  the  people  of  the 
Town  of  Hudson,  upon  petition  of  John  M.  Bednar  and  others. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  require  the  Selectmen  to 
have  printed  in  pamphlet  form  for  distribution  to  the  voters  of  this 
town  or  to  publish  in  the  next  annual  town  report,  all  ordinances 
that  the  Selectmen,  or  their  predecessors,  have  established  and 
which  are  now  in  force;  and  further  that  any  and  all  future  ordin- 
ances created  by  future  Boards  of  Selectmen,  shall  be  published  in 
the  annual  town  reports.  All  this  to  be  done  for  the  information  of 
the  people  of  the  Town  of  Hudson,  upon  petition  of  John  M. 
Bednar  and  others. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  require  a  minimum 
quorum  of  two  hundred  voters  at  all  special  meetings  of  the  town, 
held  during  the  year,  and  to  publicize,  at  least  two  weeks  in  advance, 
notice  of  such  special  meeting,  or  meetings,  and  the  purpose  or 
purposes  for  which  it  is  to  be  held,  upon  petition  of  John  M. 
Bednar  and  others. 

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  require  advertised  sealed 
bids  for  all  purchases  of  materials,  supplies,  and  services  other  than 
direct  labor  employment  wherein  town  funds  are  expended.  Bids 
to  be  publicly  opened  and  read  at  a  regularly  scheduled  meeting  of 
the  Board  and  Selectmen  and  awards  made  to  the  lowest  responsible 
bidder,  upon  petition  of  John  M.  Bednar  and  others. 

11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  endorse  the  endeavors  of 
the  Hudson  Board  of  Trade  in  obtaining  new  business  establish- 
ments and  industry,  as  well  as  new  homeowners,  for  the  Town  of 
Hudson  and  take  any  action  relative  thereto,  upon  petition  of 
Charles  Hunnewell  and  others. 
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12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $200.00  to  improve  and  tar  Philbrick  Street  so-called  upon 
the  petition  of  O.  P.  Moody  and  others. 

13.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $500.00  for  the  purpose  of  improving  and  tarring  the 
Belknap  Road. 

14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $500.00  for  the  purpose  of  improving  and  tarring  the 
Wason  Road. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1000.00  this  year,  and  a  like  amount  for  the  ensuing  four 
years,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  stadium  on  the  Alvirne  athletic 
field  as  a  living  memorial  to  all  Hudson  veterans  of  all  wars. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  allow  the  Collector  of 
Taxes  3%  for  his  services  in  collecting  the  State  Head  Tax. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  a 
sum  not  exceeding  $350.00  (less  than  1/lOOth  of  one  percent  of  the 
Town's  assessed  valuation)  to  the  Merrimack  Valley  Region  Associ- 
ation for  the  purpose  of  publicizing  and  promoting  the  natural  ad- 
vantages and  resources  of  the  Town  in  cooperation  with  the  other 
37  Communities  of  the  Region,  or  act  in  relation  thereto. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $550.00  for  the  purchase  of  a  safe  for  the  protection  of  vital 
records  of  the  Town  maintained  in  the  Town  Clerk's  office. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $500.00  to  grade  and  tar  the  surface  of  the  Robinson  Road 
from  Old  Derry  Road  at  the  Hudson  Speedway  to  at  least  the  brow 
of  the  hill  beyond  the  Vydfol  residence  so  as  to  prevent  the  con- 
tinual heavy  washing  out  of  this  pieace  of  road,  upon  the  petition 
of  Albert  Vydfol  and  others. 

20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1000.00  to  improve  and  tar  that  part  of  Windham 
Road  beginning  at  the  home  of  Mrs.  Grace  Richardson  and  ex- 
tending in  an  easterly  direction  to  Town  and  County  line  near  the 
"Kenmore"  cottage,  upon  the  petition  of  A.  Louise  Bockes  and 
others. 

21.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  for  the  prepara- 
tion of  plans  for  installation  of  Sewerage  Mains  and  raise  and  ap- 
propriate $500.00  to  cover  the  costs  of  field  surveys,  design  and 
preparation  of  plans  to  cover  that  area  of  the  Town  bounded  on 
the  South  by  Central  Street,  on  the  North  by  School  Street,  on 
the  West  by  the  Merrimack  River  and  on  the  East  by  Ottarnic 
Brook,  at  the  request  of  Mrs.  Hazel  Austin  and  others. 
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22.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  relative  to  installing 
sanitary  sewerage  pipes  from  Sunnyside  Cemetery  on  Central  Street 
westerly  toward  the  Merrimack  River,  via  Central  Street,  Gillis 
Street,  Fulton  Street,  Maple  Avenue  or  Reed  Street  or  any  combin- 
ation of  these  streets  and  raise  and  appropriate  a  sufficient  sum  of 
money  to  defray  the  expenses  thereof  at  the  request  of  Mrs.  Hazel 
Austin  and  others. 

23.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  salary  of  the 
regular  police  officer  in  the  amount  of  $500.00  annually,  and  to 
raise  and  appropriate  the  money  for  same. 

24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  the  salary  of  the 
Chief  of  Police  in  the  amount  of  $500.00  annually,  and  to  raise  and 
appropriate  money  for  same. 

25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  purchase  a  new  grader 
for  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $16,000.00  and  to  raise  and  appropriate 
$4000.00  this  year  and  the  balance  in  four  serial  notes  of  $3000.00 
each  annually. 

26.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $215.00  for  the  purpose  of  purchasing  a  gasoline-powered 
centrifugal  pump,  said  pump  to  be  available  for  hire  by  the  people 
of  the  town  at  a  rate  of  $2.00  per  hour,  with  operator,  in  case  of 
emergency. 

27.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $1,900.00  for  the  purpose  of  improving  and  tarring  the 
Burns  Hill  Road  from  the  Pelham  Road  to  the  town  dump. 

28.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  a  Town  Road  Map 
and  take  any  action  relative  thereto  which  may  be  necessary,  at  the 
request  of  the  Hudson  Board  of  Trade. 

29.  To  see  if  the  name  of  the  street,  shown  as  Riverview  Street 
on  a  plan  of  land,  entitled  "Kenyon  Terrace,  Hudson,  N.  H.,  Sep- 
tember 1914,  E.  N.  Sheffield  C  E"  will  be  changed  to  Naro  Street, 
inasmuch  as  there  is  another  street  now  called  Riverview  Street  in 
another  part  of  the  town,  upon  petition  of  Adeline  J.  Cardin  and 
others. 

30.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  oblige  the  Town  Modera- 
tor to  use  the  Cushman's  Manual  in  all  future  town  meetings  and 
to  carry  on  all  parliamentary  procedure  in  accordance  with  the 
same. 
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31.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  abandon  that  portion  of 
Kimball  Hill  Road  which  has  been  replaced  by  the  present  new 
road,  reserving  the  right  of  way  to  the  town  waterhole.

We  installed  a  500  gal.  front  end  pump  on  the  Ford,  Engine  4, 
purchased  in  1951  and  this  truck  should  be  of  great  help  in  control- 
ling rural  and  brush  fires  as  it  carries  450  gals,  of  water. 

Shortly  after  Town  Meeting  the  new  station  was  started  and 
has  progressed  satisfactorily  even  though  we  had  a  couple  of  slight 
set  backs. 

The  members  of  the  department  and  some  of  the  town  people 
have  put  over  4,000  hours  of  labor  into  the  building  and  with  the 
same  continued  progress  we  will  be  ready  to  move  into  it  by  late 
1953. 

During  the  spring  months  with  the  able  assistance  of  the  junior 
firemen  many  hazardous  lots  and  fields  of  grass  were  burned 
over.  This  program  eliminates  many  fires  and  also  trains  our  com- 
ing firemen. 

We  want  to  thank  the  highway  department  for  the  use  of  their 
men  and  equipment,  after  hours,  in  and  about  the  new  station. 
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REPORT  OF  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 

FIRE  PREVENTION 

In  finishing  the  year  of  1952  and  making  up  our  fire  record 
for  the  same  year,  we  can  look  back  at  the  year  that  just  passed  and 
take  great  pride.  Much  credit  is  due  to  your  efficient  Fire  Depart- 
ment and  also  the  fine  cooperation  from  Townspeople.  Let's  not 
let  up  on  this  fine  record  and  try  to  better  it. 

Incinerators  are  still  causing  two-thirds  of  our  fires.  Most  of 
our  grass  and  brush  fires,  and  some  of  our  dump  fires  are  caused  by 
incinerators.  Some  of  these  incinerators  are  not  safe  such  as  being 
put  in  an  unsafe  place,  for  instance  near  tall  grass,  or  too  near 
buildings,  where  others  are  nothing  more  than  a  hole  in  the  ground, 
(or  a  family  dump) . 

Please  cooperate  and  correct  this  bad  fire  hazard.  Only  you 
can  lower  this  percentage.  Don't  light  these  incinerators  on  a  dry 
or  windy  day.  No  open  fire  is  permitted  without  a  permit  from  your 
Fire  Warden  or  some  one  of  the  Deputy  Wardens,  other  than  when 
the  ground  is  covered  with  snow.  These  men  gladly  give  their  time 
with  these  permits  to  make  sure  that  fires  are  lighted  on  the  proper 
day  for  safety. 

If  ever  we  are  needed  to  come  to  your  assistance  some  of  the 
main  things  to  remember  are: 

1.  Be  calm. 

2.  Gall  222. 

3.  Give  name  and  address  clearly. 

Doing  these  things  will  be  of  great  value  to  your  Fire  Department.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 

Your  highway  department  worked  hard  this  year  to  keep  the 
roads  in  good  shape  and  do  the  new  work  voted.  We  had  to  increase 
our  regular  crew  so  we  now  have  four  good  all-around  men  who 
can  do  anything  put  before  them. 

This  increase  in  personnel  was  due  largely  to  the  increased 
miles  of  road  we  now  have,  the  state  has  turned  over  to  the  town 
all  of  the  compact  roads,  Ferry  Street  to  Ottamic  brook.  Central 
Street  to  the  same  brook,  Lowell  Road  to  Atwood  Avenue,  and 
Derry  Road  to  Haverhill  Street  as  well  as  the  three  miles  of  Old 
Derry  Road  last  year. 

All  the  major  projects  were  completed  except  the  bridge  on 
the  Belknap  Road  which  will  be  done  in  '53.  The  drain  for  the 
brook  on  Hurley  Street  removed  the  water  from  the  street  and  cel- 
lars. Ferry  Street  was  widened  over  8  feet  from  First  Street  to  Ot- 
tamic Brook,  Library  Street  was  regraded  and  surfaced  from  curb 
to  curb. 

School  Street  was  surfaced  with  crushed  stone  and  tarvia  and 
if  it  proves  satisfactory  more  streets  will  eventually  have  the  same 
treatment. 

Newhall  and  Highland  Streets  were  improved  and  tarred  and 
$6,489.90  of  T.R.A.  money  was  spent  on  rural  roads,  graveling, 
tarring  and  retarring. 

The  dump  bondy  on  No.  3  Mack  was  transferred  to  the  new 
Mack  and  the  salting-sanding  body  put  on  No.  3.  This  body  will 
save  considerable  money  as  one  to  two  men  now  salt  the  entire  town 
in  5  hours  using  less  salt  where  it  required  three  men  8  hours  to 
do  the  same. 

For  tarring  one  man  can  do  the  work  of  three  and  have  a 
more  uniform  result. 

A  new  plow  was  purchased  for  the  new  Mack  and  has  cut 
down  the  number  of  hours  to  cover  the  town  without  having  to 
hire  any  plowing  even  with  the  main  line  roads  given  to  us  this 
year  by  the  state. 

The  tank  truck  of  the  Fire  Department  had  to  be  used  a  few 
times  to  stop  dust  while  Library  Street  was  under  construction,  also 
to  save  Ferry  Street  from  going  to  pieces  during  the  heat  of  the 
summer  after  it  was  widened,  and  to  flush  out  some  dead  end 
sewers  saving  expensive  hand  cleaning. 
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BOARD  OF  HEALTH  REPORT

We  spent  one  day  in  poisoning  the  dump  to  rid  it  of  rats  and 
mice.  It  has  been  covered  regularly  by  the  Highway  Department 
to  hold  down  the  danger  of  fire  to  a  minimum. 

We  are  asking  the  residents  of  the  town  to  he  sure  and  cover 
up  their  rubbish  when  they  are  taking  it  to  the  dump  so  that  it  will 
not  he  strewn  all  over  the  country  side.  Please  he  careful  and  do 
not  dump  hot  ashes  at  the  dump  so  that  a  fire  will  occur. 

We  want  to  thank  the  citizens  of  our  town  for  their  past  co- 
operation and  hope  for  their  continued  cooperation  so  that  we  can 
have  a  clean  town.

sulted in  a  net  budget  surplus  of  $3,438.10. 

Summary  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:   (Exhibit  E) 

A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  December  31,  1951,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the  uniform 
classification  of  accounts,  is  included  in  Exhibit  E.  Proof  of  the 
Treasurer's  balance  as  of  July  31st,  1952,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  Q. 
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It  is  indicated  by  the  above  statements  that  during  the  year 
1951,  there  were  $1,054.89  in  1951  property  taxes  added  to  the 
original  warrant  and  $2,250.50  in  1951  property  taxes  abated.  This 
would  suggest  that  the  annual  assessment  of  property  should  be 
made  on  a  more  accurate  basis.

School. 

13.  To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $3,320.00  to  provide  a  cafeteria  for  the  Dr.  H.  O.  Smith 
School.

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SCHOOL  BOARD'S  REPORT 


To  the  Citizens  of  Hudson: 

Your  School  Board  has  been  faced  with  still  further  increases  in 
enrollment.  Our  elementary  schools  were  jumped  from  523  to  563. 
Our  high  school  was  relieved  of  the  79  seventh  graders  to  ease  up  on 
the  crowding  at  Alvirne.  They  were  placed  in  two  classes  at  Web- 
ster. This  fills  Webster  again.  This  year  we  have  311  at  Alvirne  with 
8-9-10-11-12  grades. 

Alvirne  is  doing  better  work  this  year  we  believe,  and  although 
we  have  lost  some  very  fine  teachers,  we  have  also  acquired  some 
new  very  fine  teachers. 

Our  elementary  school  will  need  more  room  next  year  so  we 
have  a  plan  to  remove  and  errect  certain  partitions  in  the  basement 
of  the  Dr.  H.  O.  Smith  School  which  will  give  us  three  needed 
class  rooms.  Certain  articles  in  the  warrant  are  for  the  purpose  of 
raising  money  for  this  change  and  also  to  remodel  the  basement  of 
the  auditorium  for  the  hot  lunch  program. 

Our  board  is  not  recommending  any  new  building  this  year,  as 
we  feel  that  the  proposed  changes  should  cover  the  increases  for 
two  or  three  years.  Your  appointed  building  committee  has  worked 
with  the  board  and  superintendent  toward  making  special  appro- 
priations for  painting  and  general  necessary  repairs  and  needs  of  the 
buildings.  It  was  a  very  good  committee  and  put  in  a  great  deal  of 
time  in  working  out  figures  for  your  perusal.  There  is  more  study 
needed  on  a  long  range  plan  and  this  committee  could  well  be  con- 
tinued for  another  year. 

We  are  still  trying  to  give  your  children  the  best  possible  edu- 
cation at  the  lowest  cost  per  pupil.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Hudson  School  Board: 

In  submitting  my  fourth  annual  report  on  the  condition  of 
your  schools  it  is  a  pleasure  to  note  an  ever  increasing  interest  in  the 
schools  and  a  growing  awareness  of  their  needs  on  the  part  of  the 
citizens  of  Hudson.  The  many  problems  confronting  a  school  board 
in  a  district  where  the  pupil  enrollment  increases  rapidly  can  be  met 
successfully  only  when  there  is  full  cooperation  and  understanding 
between  the  school  authorities,  teachers  and  parents.  It  is  hearten- 
ing to  be  able  to  report  increasing  cooperation  at  a  time  when  in 
too  many  districts  a  small  minority  are  using  the  schools  as  a  scape- 
goat for  the  tensions  and  anxieties  that  exist  in  our  society  today. 

Your  staff  of  competent  teachers  has  proved  itself  worthy  of 
the  confidence  you  have  placed  in  them.  A  conscientious  effort  is 
being  made  to  do  a  highly  professional  job  and  to  provide  each  child 
with  the  best  educational  opportunities  possible.  In  spite  of  diffi- 
culties caused  by  a  lack  of  supplies  and  books  every  attempt  is  being 
made  to  train  the  students  not  only  in  academic  subjects  but  in 
moral,  spiritual  and  social  values  as  well. 

Although  you  have  been  aware  of  the  effects  of  a  curtailed 
budget  on  the  educational  program  I  shall  attempt  to  summarize 
them  briefly.  Good  tools  are  essential  in  any  line  of  work.  This  past 
year  only  absolutely  necessary  supplies  have  been  purchased.  The 
textbooks  ordered  merely  replaced  those  books  that  were  worn  out 
or  supplied  books  to  the  additional  pupils  in  the  various  grades. 
No  supplementary  texts,  reference  books,  maps  or  globes  have  been 
purchased  even  for  the  additional  rooms.  Very  little  could  be  done 
to  supply  extra  material  needed  to  help  either  the  slower  pupils  or 
thoce  who  find  they  can  do  more  than  the  required  work. 

After  the  opening  of  school  in  September  it  was  found  that 
additional  teachers  were  needed  for  grade  four  and  for  the  high 
school.  If  it  were  not  for  unexpected  tuition  pupils  it  would  not 
have  been  possible  to  do  this.  Even  with  these  two  extra  teachers 
far  from  ideal  conditions  exist  in  the  majority  of  your  classrooms. 
The  first  three  grades  should  have  many  fewer  pupils  to  a  teacher 
if  the  foundation  in  reading  and  arithmetic  so  necessary  to  future 
progress  is  to  be  obtained  by  all.  The  seventh  grades  present  an 
almost  intolerable  and  impossible  situation  with  their  heavy  load 
per  teacher.  The  high  school  was  forced  to  cut  its  offerings  and 
Spanish,  Latin  I  and  French  I  were  dropped.  Many  students  were 
not  able  to  take  courses  they  wanted. 
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You  have  been  able  to  expand  your  instrumental  music  pro- 
gram so  that  there  is  now  an  elementary  orchestra  in  addition  to  the 
high  school  band  and  over  sixty  youngsters  are.  playing  an  instru- 
ment. We  owe  a  great  deal  to  Mr.  Ray  Bartlett,  who  is  carrying  on 
this  program  at  no  expense  to  the  District.  However,  vocal  music, 
art  and  physical  education  in  the  grades  have  had  to  be  curtailed. 

Repairs  to  your  school  plant  have  been  seriously  neglected. 
Only  emergency  repairs  have  been  made  this  year.  If  this  were  to 
have  to  continue  for  many  years  the  District  would  be  faced  with  a 
terrific  capital  outlay  expenditure.  To  bring  your  plants  to  an 
acceptable  condition  will  now  require  an  expenditure  of  a  con- 
siderable sum  of  money. 

Census  reports  would  seem  to  indicate  that  there  will  be  no 
immediate  relief  from  the  need  for  additional  rooms  and  teachers. 
There  are  now  874  pupils  enrolled  in  your  schools.  By  September, 
1956  in  all  probability  there  will  be  at  least  1,100  pupils. 

As  long  as  Hudson  continues  to  grow,  the  problem  of  finance 
will  be  a  recurring  one.  Providing  additional  teachers,  additional 
housing  and  more  supplies  and  textbooks  will  pose  very  serious 
questions.  For  a  town  without  industries  or  business  establishments 
there  is  no  easy  answer  to  the  dilemma  of  trying  to  provide  a  good 
education  for  increasing  numbers  without  increasing  appropria- 
tions. 

The  financial  picture  is  not  all  dark.  Our  State  Aid  has  in- 
creased with  increasing  enrollments  and  indications  are  that  the 
State  will  take  an  increasing  part  in  helping  districts  such  as  ours 
to  meet  the  problem  of  increasing  school  costs. 

More  and  more  high  school  students  from  neighboring  towns 
are  finding  Alvime  a  good  place  to  get  a  high  school  education.  In- 
come from  these  students  has  grown  from  a  few  hundred  dollars 
tuition  fees  three  years  ago  to  over  nine  thousand  dollars  this  year. 
If  the  District  provides  the  materials,  equipment  and  teachers 
necessary  to  care  for  these  tuition  pupils  we  will  soon  have  a  large 
revenue  from  this  source. 

The  Alvime  Trustees  have  helped  in  many  ways  to  supply 
necessary  equipment  for  the  high  school,  and  in  general,  to  make 
available  to  us  funds  to  carry  on  projects  that  the  District  might  not 
be  able  to  afiford.  As  this  equipment  etc.  accummulates  the  effects 
of  their  efforts  will  become  more  and  more  noticeable. 
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I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  publicly  thank  the 
Hudson  school  board  for  the  support  and  help  it  has  given  me  in 
my  efforts  to  carry  out  the  policies  they  have  set  down.  The  time 
and  effort  they  have  given  in  making  the  Hudson  schools  strong 
should  not  be  overlooked.

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REPORT  OF  THE  PRINCIPAL 

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  Hudson,  New  Hampshire: 

I  herewith  submit  my  second  annual  report  as  Principal  of 
Alvime  High  School  of  Hudson,  New  Hampshire. 

This  year  is  the  third  for  Alvime  High  School  and  has  been 
a  successful  one  due  to  several  factors,  which  are  noted  below. 

Many  of  the  answers  to  problems  have  been  somewhat  es- 
tablished by  previous  years;  most  of  our  teachers  have  had  another 
year  of  experience;  the  students  themselves  have  become  better 
adjusted  to  their  environment;  and  the  crowded  conditions  that 
existed  last  year  have  been  lessened  by  placing  the  seventh  grade  at 
the  Webster  School. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  I  report  the  continued  cooperation  of 
the  teachers  and  personnel  in  the  school,  which  in  itself  is  one  of 
the  major  causes  for  a  good  year.  Special  thanks  should  be  made 
to  Mr.  Charles  A.  Glenday  Sr.,  Assistant  Principal. 

The  change  in  scheduling,  wherein  students  carry  a  subject 
five  periods  per  week  rather  than  four  as  was  previously  done,  has 
provided  much  more  worthwhile  study  conditions.  The  additional 
fifty  minutes  has  enriched  the  courses  and  appears  to  be  well  spent. 
In  addition,  it  has  lessened  the  number  of  study  halls. 

During  the  fall,  due  to  an  exceptionally  heavy  enrollment  of 
tuition  students,  some  of  our  teachers  were  overburdened,  and  it  was 
necessary  to  hire  Mr.  Donald  Stevens  to  teach  English  and  General 
Science.  We  were  fortunate  in  obtaining  Miss  Joan  McRae  to  teach 
Art  and  a  class  in  English  upon  the  sudden  withdrawal  of  Mrs  Eula 
Scott. 

Of  the  forty-three  graduating  students  in  the  class  of  1952, 
fourteen  (33%)  are  now  attending  college,  nineteen  (44%)  are 
working,  and  ten  (23%)   are  in  the  service.

Number  of  pupils  showing  hearing  loss  8 

Number  of  pupils  showing  orthopedic  defects  5 

Number  of  pupils  showing  cardiac  murmur  6 

Number  of  pupils  showing  defective  speech  15 

All  athletic  participants  were  physically  examined  at  the  begin- 
ning of  school  by  Dr.  John  Quigley. 

Any  physical  defects  found  are  reported  to  parents,  with  special 
emphasis  made  on  early  correction. 

Pupils  showing  hearing  or  speech  difficulties  are  having  a  period 
of  special  training  according  to  their  need. 

We  are  most  fortunate  in  having  access  to  all  the  various 
clinics  held  at  the  Community  Council  in  Nashua.  Many  of  our 
pupils  are  now  attending  the  Community  Council. 

T.  B.  patch  tests  and  X-Rays  are  given  through  the  coopera- 
tion of  the  N.H.T.B.  association. 

Contributions  given  for  milk  and  hot  lunch  are  most  helpful  to 
needy  children. 

The  precedent  first  grade  clinic  was  held  May  7,  1952.  Eighty- 
three  pupils  registered  at  this  time.  Sixty  were  vaccinated,  forty-two 
were  immunized  against  diphtheria.  While  this  is  a  good  showing, 
we  would  like  100%  for  the  coming  school  year,  as  corrections,  if 
any,  can  be  made  before  the  school  term  begins. 

The  fine  cooperation  of  teachers,  parents,  and  the  parent  teach- 
ers association  is  most  helpful  in  promoting  the  health  program  and 
is  greatly  appreciated.

Art.  8 — Appropriations — Motion  by  Mr.  Canfield  that  any  ac- 
tion relative  to  the  Budget  be  postponed  until  March  22,  1952  at 
7.30  P.M.  in  this  hall,  and  that  the  Budget  Com.  is  hereby  instructed 
to  review  the  budget  and  the  articles  in  the  warrant  that  they  have 
disapproved  and  make  revisions  to  the  budget  and  revision  in  their 
opinions  relative  to  the  disapproved  articles;  have  additional  public 
hearing  and  generally  to  bring  their  recommendations  more  nearly 
in  line  with  the  requirements  set  forth  by  the  School  Board  in  their 
original  Budgetary  Requests. 

Amended  to  change  date  to  March  29.

At  9  o'clock  Moderator  declared  polls  closed.
